Permits to copy or photo- 
graph will not be issued for use on Sun- 
days or holidays.

REPRODUCTIONS 

Photographic prints of most of the 
objects in the collection of the Museum 
can be supplied at fifty cents per copy. 
The Museum also offers for sale photo- 
gravure prints of a limited number of 
paintings in its collection at twenty-five 
cents, and post cards at two for five cents. 

GUIDANCE 

The services of docents to conduct visi- 
tors through the galleries may be secured 
by appointment in advance. This service 
will also be extended, without advance ap- 
pointment, upon application at the office 
if a docent is available at the time. 

DOCENT SERVICE FOR SCHOOLS 

Classes or groups of pupils accompanied 
by their teachers will be conducted through 
the Museum by instructors, who will call 
attention to objects of particular interest. 
Talks in the galleries upon special topics 
may also be arranged. Teachers are cor- 
dially invited to take advantage of this 
service, for which there is no charge. 
Those contemplating such trips should 
communicate with the Director of the 
Museum at least five days in advance 
to insure the attendance of instructors. 
The number of pupils and their grade 
should be stated. 

LECTURE ROOM 

The Lecture Room is available for 
meetings of groups discussing subjects re- 
lating to the fine arts or studying the col- 
lections of the Museum. Engagements 
should be made one week in advance by 
application to the Director.
